Public Utility Securities

Public utilities today offer one of 


the most attractive forms of invest- 
ment. 


Public utility corporations derive 


i their name from the fact that they 


serve, the .public. 
They inay be 


roughly divided into .the following 
classes: 


1. Gas and.electric companies 
2. Telephone and telegraph com- 


panies 


3. Water companies 
4. 
Street railways and intorar- 


hnn lines. 


The securities of Gas and elec- 


tric companies are ranked as amona; 
the 
premier investments 
of 
the 


country. 
Their ability to weather 


so satisfactorily the recent period 
of depression established their in- 
vestment value. Their high rank as 
investments is due largely to the 
following reasons: 
First, "they op- 


erate under franchises without com- 
petition. 
Second, They supply a 


vital necessity for which there is 
no substitute 
and without which 


home life and industrial ]ifc are 
seriously crippled. 
Third, because 


their business is practically on a 
cash basis. 
The ratio of 
their 


earnings to their fixed changes is 
rarely as great ns that of industrial 
corporations. 
This ratio however, 


is usually more constant and does 
not show as large fluctuations as 
with industrial corporation?. 


Securities of 
water 
companies 


while often 
representing adequate 


security are not largely dealt in and 
as a rule do not enjoy a broad mar- 
ket. Interest and principal are paid 


from proceeds derived from water 
rents and are naturally dependant 
on the kind of a community they 
serve. 


The securities of the various tele- 


phone and telegraph companies are 
usually 
regarded. as 
very 
high 


grade investments. 
A groat many 


are under the management of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Co. 


Street railways and interurbans 


have lost considerable favor with 
investors because automobile^ arid 
busses have entered to offer serioui 
competition, and because the labor 
element is such a large factor that 
strikes and excessive wages have 
often impaired their earning power. 
However, higher fares and reduc- 
tions in wages have to some ex- 
tent placed these securities on a 
better investment basis. 


Railroads while generally group- 


ed separately are classed as quasi- 
public utilities. 
Various types of 


rail 
securities 
require 
treatment 


under a separate article. 


Public utilities can in general he 


recommended tp the small investor. 
It is our belief that any concern 
which supplies a vital public neces- 
sity must be maintained and con- 
sequently its credit standing must 
likewise be maintained. 
It is for 


this reason that the public utility 
commissions of our various states 
attempt not only to protect the 
public from excessive rates but al- 
so _to see that adequate rates are 
maintained to protect the concerns 
and insure their mainlainance and 
continued operation.

the garage clause of the city build- 
ing code; and a stop ordinance for 
autos turning onto State st. 


Retirement of Ole S. Norsman, 


after 32 years of service as city 
clerk, was an incident of the year. 
Harry ('•. Buser, present city clei-k 
and former assistant to Mr. Nors- 
man. was appointed his successor. 


Many more matters of major im- 
portance still remain for action of 
the council in 1923 many of them 
now in the hands of committees.

_ In 1921 approximately 60 conven- 
tions were entertained here but on 
the whole they -were not as large 
as the -meetings held here, during 
the past year.

^-'VER 115 new firms and business enterprises were launched in.Madison during 1922, as 
nearly as can be -estimated by the Associatio n .of Cpmmerce, which organization endeavors 
to list new concerns starting up irr the city. (Madison's commercial growth is, therefore, 
keeping pace with her population increase. AccoFding to figures compiled by City Clerk 
Buser, Madison has a-population of 44,052, an increase from 40,000 in 1920. In other words, 
by 1930, according to the present rate of growth, Madison will have apopulation of between 
65,000 and 75,000.

many tourists during the past year, 
ns well as during previous years, 
and it seems to be the general im- 
nression of the more conservative 
ones that there is a tendency on the 
Dart of cities, and towns to rather 
overdo the service offered to -tour- 
ists in these camping sites.

real tourist who is out for pleasure 
durincr his vacation enjoys the pri- 
mitive methods of preparing his 
mealo- and the work and satisfaction 
of ercctincr his own tent and feels 
that this is a part of his recreation 
and outing, in other words the real 
vacationist does not want or ex- 
pect 
hotel advantages at

He simply wants to 


know that he is welcome to pitch 
his tent at a place convenient to 
water and supplies such as grocer- 
ies and milk. Our conclusions, af- 
ter talking with many tourists, are 
that Monona park offers everything 
that a fair-minded tourist would 
ask for with the possible exception 
of a better arrangement for tihe 
rental of boats and fishing- tackle 
and- other fisherman's supplies. 


While it seems to have been the 


proper thing for certain people liv- 
ing mostlv outside of Dane County 
to criticise Dana County's high- 
ways anyone traveling over them 
next year will find that they are 
verv much better than they have 
ever been before; in fact,"there are 
at the present time only two short 
stretches of the State Trunk high- 
way system within Dane County's 
borders which are not either pav- 
ed or craveled. While some of the

Gibbons is the most scientific in- 


fighter that has appeared in the 
last twenty-five years. 
When it 


comes to tying up an opponent at 
close quarters Gibbons is in a class 
by himself. 


To sum up the 
comparison of 


Gibbons with Carpentier: The St. 
Paul boxer 'has two good hands in- 
stead of one. He can stand twice 
as much punishment although he 
does not have to take one-fifth, as 
much. He never has been knocked 
out, 
nor even floored. Carpentier 


had been knocked out a number of 
times. 
That means a big mental 


advantage as a knockout affects a 
boxer's morale. 


Lacks Spirit 


The only reason Gibbons does 


not figure to outpoint Dempsey in 
a short bout is that Tom lacks the 
spirit of a great fighter. His bro- 
ther, Mike, had the same failing 
and it kept him from doing any- 
thing really worth while. 
Mike 


was a wonder against the second 
raters, but every time he took part 
in a battle of the first importance 
his courage slipped a trifle and he 
failed to perform as well as ex- 
pected.

Mesopotamia 143,000 square miles; in Pales- 
tine and Arabia nearly 100,000 square miles; 
and in the Pacific Archipele-go 94,000. 


France, besides the recovery of Alsace-Lor- 


raine, with tho latter's great iron mines and 
the use for n term of years of, the Saar coal 
region, has brought under her control 106,000 
square miles in Asia Minor (Syria), and 1,000,- 
000 square miles, in Africa. 


Japan has taken over the Shantung Penin- 


sula of over 55,000 square miles, 38,247,000 pop- 
ulation, a' region of rich natural resources, and 
5,000 square miles of islands occupying a stra- 
getic position" of the greatest importance to 
Japan and to the United States. 


Italy ha? obtained 18,000 square miles in the 


Trentino, the Tyrol,. Trieste, Fiumc and the 
Dalmatian Islands and littoral.

ADISON will have a population of 117,000 in 1950—jast 
28 years from now, according to estimates worked out 


in the office of the city engineer the past two weeks. At that 
time the city must plan to take care of 20 million gallons of 
ewage per day. 


The rapid and unexpected growth of Madison has brought 


vith it the necessity for readjustment in our system of sew- 
age disposal, which has been fairly satisfactory in the past, 
but which is now unsatisfactory and inadequate under the new 
conditions. 
It: is now desirable to undertake such improve- 


ments as will bring about immediate results and also provide 
:or the future as much as seems practicable.

During the past 21 


years, records of the water pump- 
age and sewage pumpago for the 
City of -Madison show that in 1900 
with a per capita water consump- 
tion of 4.3 gallons daily, there was 
a corresponding per capita sewage 
pumpage of 50 gallons daily; in 
1910, water—65< gr.llons sewage— 
81. gallons; and in 1920, water— 
102 gallons, sewage—130 gallons.

no text books with raised type. Therefore, he 
depends upon fellow students to read his les- 
sons to him. So proficient has he become, his 
professors say, that he frequently memorizes a 
less.on by hearing it read only a few times. 


In addition to astronomy, Mr. Caldwell is 


studj'ing psychology, German, French and Ital- 
ian. -He ranks as one of the most adept stu- 
dents in his classes.
